Discover the excitement of agricultural fairs 
throughout Ontario. These popular fairs have been 
in existence since 1792 when the Governor of 
Upper Canada, John Graves Simcoe, was a patron of 
the first fair at Niagara-on-the-Lake. Since the 
beginning, fall fairs, as they are widely known, have 
flourished. Over 230 fairs are going strong across 
the province. The agricultural societies behind 
these fairs draw most of their strength from the rural 
population. 

Agricultural fairs and exhibitions attract people 
from miles around. They appeal to those who are 
involved in agriculture, and those who have never 
seen a farm. 

There is something for everyone, both young and 
old, to enjoy at Ontario's fall fairs. People gather to 
watch livestock showing and judging. They take in 
the various craft, baking, floral and vegetable 
displays. As well, there is often entertainment by 
local talent, and some professional shows. Many 
fairs have midways to explore and interesting 
exhibits which make each fair unique. 

The following list shows some of the highlights of 
each of the fairs. Larger fairs are in larger type. 
While some have already started, the majority of 
agricultural fairs are held from mid-August to mid- 
October. They vary in duration from one day for 
smaller fairs, to the Canadian National Exhibition of 
20 days.
